There are Fortv Engine Companieg in the city, inclading two at 
HuleiD, one at YorkviUe, one at Mauhattanville, and one at Har- 
MDville. The engines ate all 6 1-2 inch cylinder, except three pow- 
erful engin«>8, which are located in the third 6re district, viz.: £n- 
rNo. 22, 10 inch cylinder, built by James Smith of New-York citv. 
3d, 9 inch cylinder, built by John Agnew of Philadelphia, and No. 43 

9 inch cylinder, built by Waterman of Hudson. There are

the Assistant Engineers, who are hereby authorized to give the neces- 
sary signal, which is hereby declared to be the constant ringing of the 
alann bell in the district in which the fire is raging, wheu the whole de- 
partment shall proceed to the scene of conflagration.

11 Engines, (including the three powerful engines before mentioned,) 
10 Hose Carriages, and 2 Hook ond Ladder Trucks.

The permanent Fund of the Fire Department amounts to $33^969 95» 
$30,965 25 is loaned on bond nnd mortgage at seven per cent, per annom ; 
one thousand seven hundred and fifty dollars is invested in bank stock, 
and one thousand two hundred and fidy dollars (being the balance) is 



invested in Fire Insurance Stock. 



The proMttdfl aroing from the pennanent flind is about $9,Si50 per 
aaoom, while the expenditares exceed $8,000 per annum. The balance 
biJBg raised by firemen's ball, chimney fines, &o. 

The pensioners of the department number over one hundred and seven- 
tr widows, who are among the most exemplary and respectable members 
or society. Many of them are far advanced in the vale of years. 

Nine hundred children of firemen are at this moment receiving a course 
of instruction in the Publie Schools, which cannot fail to render them 
not only a credit to that institution, but eventually useful and honorable 
members of society.

"The City Stocks which will be held by the Commissioners of the 
Stoking Fund at the close of the present fiscal year, will be sufficient to 
eorer, and in effect cancel the stock of 1820 and ^29, and the Public 
Building Stock. The Fire Loan Stock and Corporation Bonds are con- 
tinmnt liabilities of the city, for which bonds and mortgages, and other 
reu estate liens, are held by the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, 
which cao be realized and applied to the liquidation of the debt at any 
time.

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He Compiler reg^ta that he cannot imert in place the Valnatioo of 
tke Real and Peraonal Estates of the City for the present year.

BY-LAWS 

For ike government of the Board of Education of the City 
of Jfew-York. 

FSnt. — ^Regalar meetings ghall bo held on the second Wednesday of 
evsry month, at 5 o'clock, P. M.. at the Chamber of the Board of As- 
«iitaiit Aldermen, or at such otner place as may be designated by the 
Oommon CoanciL 

Second. — At the first regular meeting after the annual election of 
ComBiissionerB, the Board shall be organized by the election of a Presi- 
dent and Clerk. 

Third. — The roll shall be called precisely at the time appointed for 
meeting. 

Ikmrtk. — ^The Commissioners in each Ward shall visit the schools of 
their respectire Wards and report to the Board of Education in April 
and October. 

lyth. — The President shall divide the Board into Visiting Committees 
of at least two members, whoso duty shall be to visit such schools as 
maybe assigned to them, to possess themselves fully as to the condition 
of the said schools, to keep such notes of their visits as will enable them 
to give information to the Board, as to the condition of all or any of the 
flchoola assigned to them. 

iStxtA. — The President shall annually, on or before the first meeting 
next Bocceeding his election, appoint the following Standing Committees, 
to consist of three members each ; a portion of each committee shall be 
composed of newly elected members, and a portion also of those elected 
the preceding year. 

Ist. A Finance Committee. 

2d. An Auditing Committee on Accounts, whose duty it shall be to 
examine, audit, and certify all bills presented to the Board of Education, 
for payment or approval. 

3cL A Committee to examine the Reports of the several schools enti- 
tled to a proportion of the School Money, and to make an apportionment 
thereof. 

4th. A Committee on Applications for New Schools, pursuant to the 
dth section of the act of 1844. 

5th. A Committee of Conference, with the Trustees of all or any of 
the acbools named in the 1 Ith section of the act of 1844. 

6th. A Committee on Applications to the Common Council and t)ie 
Bo«urd of Supervisors. 

7th. A Committee on Buildings and Repairs. 

8tb. A Committee on Reports and Communications from Ward In- 
flpecton, Trustees and Teachers. 
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Oth. A Committee on Printinf, who shall have the direction of all 
prioting ordered by the Board. 

10th. A Committee on the examination of School Booka. 

lltb. A Committee to prepare the Annual Report. 

Seventh, — The President shall call Special Meetings of the Boaii 
whenever he may deem the same necessary, or at the request of any ire 
Commissioners ; and it shall be the daty of the Clerk to notify even 
Commissioner in writing, of the time and place of holding all Spedv 
and Stated Meetings of the Board. 

Eirhtk, — Tbe Clerk shall have possession of all books and papers be* 
longing to the Board, keep a faithful record of all proceedings, attend aB 
committees when required, and perform such other duties aa nsay ki 
assigned him by the Board. 

AiiUA.— The Clerk shall make a quarter-yearly statement to tte 
Board of Education, to wit : on the second Wednesday of Febniaiy. 
May, August, and November ; exhibiting the amount of monies ezpenM 
in each ward for buildings, rents, repairs, teache rs' wages, bo^u, ate. ; 
and also the amounts on deposit in Bank to the credit of tho C<MttBls< 
sioners of the several wards.

FinL — In the absence (if the President, another shall be appointed in 
lis place, pro tern,, and whenever the President iias occasion to leave the 
half, he may substitute some member present in his place.

Fifth. — ^The President shall cause the Clerk to make a list of theRes- 
ilations or Reports on the table, which shall be considered the general 
trders of the day. The order of business (which shall not be departed 
irom, except by the consent of a majority of the members present,) shall 
le as follows : 

1. Reports of Standing Committees. 

2. Reports of Special Committees. 

3. Communications or Reports from the County Superintendent. 

4. Communications or Reports from Ward Commissioners, Inspectors, 
ind Trustees. 

5^, Motions and Resolutions, 
d. Unfinished business. 

7. Special orders of the day. ^ 

8. General orders of the day. 

Sixth. — A motion to refer or to lay on the table, until it is decided, 
ihall preclude all amendments to the main question. 

Seventh. — No member shall absent himself from the meeting without 
Miinission from the President. 

Eighth.— When the Clerk is not present, a member of the Board shall 
te appointed to perform his duties at the meeting.- 

jnnth. — The President shall decide questions of order, subject to an 
ippeal to the Board. 

Tenth. — ^Every member previous to his speaking shall rise from his 
leat and address himself to the President. 

Eleventh. — When two or more members rise at one time, the President 
ihall designate which is entitled to the floor.

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Twelfth, — No member shall gpeak more than twice to the same qaM- 
tioD, without leave of the Board, nor more than once, until OTery bmb- 
ber chooding to speak shall have spoken. 

— All resolutions shall be presented in writing : when so 
presented, they shall be read by the President, uid shall not be debated 
or voted upon until seconded. 

Fourteenth. — Every member who shall be present when a ooestioa if 
put, shall vote for or against the same, unless excused by the Board. 

F^fteentk. — Upon a division of the Board, the names who TOte for and 
those who vote against the question shall be entered upon the mnotss. 

Sixteenth,— A member called to order shall immediately sit down, and 
the Board, if appealed to, shall decide the case, but without debate : if 
there be no appeal, the decision of the Chair shall be submitted ta 

Seventeenth. — All Committees shall be appointed by the Presi^nt,vii- 
less otherwise ordered by the Board. Committees appointed to report 
on any subject referred to them by the Board, shall report a statemeiit 
of facts, and also their opinion thereon, in writing ; and no report shfcll 
be received as the Report of the Committee unless the fame be signed 
by a majority of its members.

FUBLIO PORTERS AND HANDOARTMEN. 



CHAPTER LVI. — TITLE II. 



Of the Rate3 and Pnces of Fare*

For carrying a load upon a wheelbarrow — 

1. For any distance not exceeding half a mile, twelve and a half 
cents.

For carting a load in a handcart — 

1. For any distance not exceeding half a mile, eighteen cents. 

3. For any distance over half a mile, and not exceeding a mile, 
thirty-one cents ; and in that proportion for any greater distance. 

$ 2. No public porter or handcartman, shall ask, demand or receive 
any greater rate or price for transporting any article or articles, than is 
herein aHowed, under the penalty of five dollars for e«eh offence.

(br every additional passenger, thirty;«even and a half cents. 

6. For conveying one passenger to Eighty-sixth street, and remaining 
an hour, and returning, two dollars ; and for every additional passenger, 
fifty cents. 

7. For conveying one or more passengers to Harlem, and returning, 
with the privilege of remaining three hours, four dollars. 

8. For conveying one or more passengers to Kingsbridge, and return- 
ing, with the privilege of keeping the carriage all day, five dollan. 

9. For the use of a Hackney Coash or Carriage by the day, with ene or 
BM>re passengers, five dollars. 

10. For the use of a Hackney Coach or Carriage by the hour, with one 
or more passengers, with the privilege of goins nrom place to place, and 
of stopping as often as may be required, as follows, viz. :— for the first 
hour, one dollar ; for the second hour, seventy-five cents j and for every 
lucceeding hour, fiifty cents. 

11. In all cases where the hiring of a Hackney Coach or Carriage is 
not at the time thereof specified to be by the day or hour, it shall be 
leemed to be by the mile. 

13. For children between two and fourteen years of age, half price is 
onlv to be charged j and for children under two years of age, no charge is 
to be made. 

13. Whenever a Hackney Coach or Carriage shall be detained, ex- 
septing as aforesaid, the owuei or driver shall be allowed after the rate 
of seventy-five cents for an hour ; thirty-seven and a half cents for each 
and every subsequent hour, and so on in proportion for any part of the 
first and subsequent hour which the same may be so detainee.

4. V[H)n the trial of any crusp commenced for the recovery of any of 
the aforesaid prices or rates, it shall be incumbent upon the plaintm or 
plaintiffs in such action, to prove that the number and pricea or rates, 
were placed and fixed in pursuance of the provisions of thia Law, at the 
time the services were rendered, for which the suit may be bronpit. 

5. Every driver or owner of a Hackney Coach or Carriage ahall carry, 
transport, and convey in and upon his Coach or Carriage, in addition to 
the person or persons therein, one trunk, valise, saddle bag, carpet bag, 
portmanteau, box, bundle, basket, or other articles used in travelling, if 
he be requested so to do, without charge or compensation therefor ; bat 
for every trunk or other such article as above named more than <we, he 
shall be entitled to demand and receive six cents, if conveyed within the 
distance of one mile ; and if more than one milo, the sum of twelve and 
a half cents. 

6. No owner or driver of any Hackney Coach or Carriage in the City 
of New-York, shall ask, demand, or receive any larger sum than he or 
they may be entitled to receive as aforesaid, under the penaltv often 
dollars for every such offence, to be sued for and recovered nom tbe 
owner or owners, or drivers of any such Hackney Coach or Carriage 
severally and respectively.

The (low of the 
Croton is aboAt !J7,O:)(),OJ0 pillions in twenty-four hours at tho lowi>5i 
«(ta<;na, which continues, with moderate rises by occasional rains, from 
two to three months in the year. This may be considered tho minimaei 
••■■ipiiciiy of the river. Wh'Mi the wants of the city shall requini a daily 
supply of 3.'>,0{)J,UU0 galliHifi, it will bo n<!ce<>siiry, dniing the season oV 
hiwcrit water, to dinw d.iily from this Reservoir 8,000,000 gallons, te 
mike up the deficiency in the n Kuril flow of tho river. This amount 
th» Reservoir woa'd supply for (t'3 d.iys, without any aid firom occasional 
r.iins ; which may safely b'; relieil upon, to keep up the required supply 
from the Reservoir, beyond any «lrou;'ht we hav«! ^tound to npprchcnd. 
The supply of th-^ (-ro'ton, from its dally How, aided by this Reservoir, 
may therefore be taken with ;rre it c.onllden'-e, at 3r>.000,000 gullou<t 
which will bo very anjjde for tho wants of the city for a long time to 
come ; and when the day arrives that it will reipiirea larger quantity, ii 
may bo o!)tained by const rnciin!; other reservoirs farther up the streaji;, 
where there arc abundant facilities for such purposes.

ORDINANCES, &c., 

OF THC 

Director General and the Council of New JYetherland. 

To all persons to whom these presents may or shall come, or who may 
or shall hear them read: — 

Patrus Sutvesaitt, Director General of New Netherland, Curacoai 
&:Cm and the Islands of the same, Captain and Commander of the Com- 
pany's ships and vessels cruising in the West Indies, Sendeth Greeting : 

Whereas we have observed and remarked the insolence of some of 
our inhabitants, who are in the habit of getting drunk, of quarreling, 
fighting, and of smiting each other on the Lord's day or rest, of which 
on the last Sunday we ourselves witnessed the painful scenes, and we 
came to the knowledge of by report, in defiance of the Magistrates, to 
the contempt and disregard of our person and authority, to the great an- 
noyance of the neighbourhood ; and finally to the injurjr and dishonour- 
ing of God's holy laws and commandments, which enjoin upon us to 
honour and sanctify him on this holy day of rest, and which proscribe all 
personal injury and murder, with the means and temptations that may 
lead thereunto. Therefore, by the advice of his Excellency the Direc- 
tor General, and our ordained Council hero present, to the end that we 
may, as far as it is possible and practicable, take all due care and prevent 
the curse of God instead of his blessing from falling upon us and our 
good inhabitants, wo do by these presents charge, command, and enjoin 
upon all Tapsters and Inn-Keepers that on the Sabbath of the Lewd, 
eommonly called Sunday, before two of the clock in the afternoon, in i 
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cane there is no preaching, or otherwise before fbar of the clock (in ih« 
aAcmoon) they shall not be pf^rmitted to set, nor draw, nor bring out for 
any person or persons any loines, beers, nor any strong waters of toy 
kind whatsoever, and whatever pretext, excepting only persons travellins 
and the daily boardeis that may from necessity be confined to theirplaeei 
of abode, in the pennlty of being deprived of their occupations, and over 
that in the penalty of Six CarolusGclders fur each person that during sud 
time may ur shall have run up a score for any wine or beer in their boose. 
And furthermore, we do hereby forbid all Inn-Keeiicrs and Tapsten 
whatsoever to keep his house open for common company, or to tap,OT 
deal out on said day, or any other day in the week, after the ringing of 
the bell in the evening, which shall take place about nine of the clock, 
any wines, beers, or strong waters, excepting all the members of their 
families, travellers, and boarders, umter the same penalty ; and to the 
end that we may take all due care to prevent all rash drawing of kjiives, 
all fightings and personal injuries, and all catastrophes resulting from the 
Kamc. Therefore, with the praiseworthy approbation of their fligh. Wise, 
and Honorable Councillors of the City of Amsterdam in New Nether- 
land, by these presents wo do proclaim and ordain that all persons who 
shall rashly or in anger draw, or who shall have drawn any knife ordag- 
^^r against another person, in such case shall be fined in the penalty of 
One Hundred (Jarolus Gelders, oi in case of their failure in the payment 
of the same, they shall be put to the most menial labour, with bread and 
water fur their subsistence, or in case any person shall have been wounded 
thereby, the pennlty shnll be Three Hundred Carolus Gelders, or an ad- 
ditional half^ year's confinement to the most menial labour, with bread 
and water for their subsistence. 

We do also charge and command our Fiscal, our Lieutenant, oar Ser- 
;;eant8, Corporals, and every one of our citizens and inhabitants as well 
as the soldiers, on all occasions, with all due zeal and activity and fideli- 
ty, to take measures that all such persons be pursued and apprehended, 
so that they may be proceeded against and dealt with as the law directs. 
Done in Fort Amsterdam, on this last day of May, in the year of our 
Lord one thousand six hundred and forty-seven.— 1647. 



Whereas his Excelloncv the Director General and the Uononrable 
the Council have been credibly informed that certain individual traders 
engaged in the southern trades and sailing under the license of this gov. 
ornmont. are in the practice of going into the interior and entering into 
the Maquaes Country, whereby the regular traffic is ruined not on iv, but 
to the great damage and loss of the privileges of those traders who re- 
main with their cargoes at the usual places of deposit, and morever by 
such means the good understanding with Indians may be interrupted, aira 
they may be stirred up to murder and put to death such and such persons, 
whereby these districts of country are in constant danger of being brought 
into difficulty and war — 

Therefore, to the end that we may in the most effectual wav guard the 
interest and honour of the West India Company, we have forbidden and 
iiiterdicted, and we do by these presents from this time forbid and inter- 
dict every one of our inhabitants from having the hardihood to go into the
